After  losing  by  a whisker  to 
Wyoming,  BYU  is  primed  to  compete 
against  Arizona,  a team  unbeaten  thus 
far  on  the  1968  football  campaign 
trail. 

Kickoff  time  for  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference  game  in  Arizona 
Stadium  will  be  Saturday  at  8 p.m. 
(MST).  The  game  will  be  aired  over 
KSL  radio  at  9 p.m.  because  of  the 
time  change  between  Utah  and 
Arizona. 

The  Cougars  will  travel  to  Tucson 
after  being  beate^  in  the  last  six 
seconds  by  Wyomiftg,  20-17,  Saturday. 

The  loss  to  Wyoming  drops  the 
Cougars  to  1-2  for  the  season  and  01 
in  the  WAC. 

UNBEATEN 

Arizona  is  the  only  unbeaten,  untied 
team  in  the  WAC  with  a 3-0  record.  In 
Conference  play,  however,  the  Wildcats 
are  tied  with  Wyoming  each  with  2-0 
league  records. 

BYU  has  a three  game  winning  streak 
fashioned  over  the  Wildcats  during  the 
past  three  years.  The  Mountain  Cats 
won  17-14  last  year,  16-14  in  1966  and 
203  in  1965,  the  year  the  Cougars 
captured  the  WAC  crown. 

Overall,  the  series  stands  at  four  wins 
each  plus  a tie  in  the  nine  games  played 
since  the  series  began  in  1936. 

BYU’S  BEST 

Statistical  leaders  for  BYU  are: 
Rushing-fullback  Dave  Swanson  with 
a 3.8  yard  average  per  carry  (166  yards 
in  44  carries  and  five  touchdowns)  and 
halfback  Kip  Jackson  also  with  a 3.8 
yard  average  (113  yards  on  30  carries). 


In  passing,  quarterback  Marc  Lyons 
leads  the  BYU  squad  with  30 
completions  in  68  attempts  for  359 
yards  and  one  touchdown. 

On  the  receiving  end  of  Lyon’s 
strikes  are  Casey  Boyett  with  13 
catches  for  199  yards  and  Ed  Romero 
with  11  receptions  for  118  yards. 
Richard  Adams  is  the  top  Cougar 
punter  with  a 40.6  yard  average  on  25 
kicks. 

ARIZONA  LEADERS 

Noki  Fuimaono  is  the  top 
ground-gainer  for  the  Wildcats  with  a 
3.8  yard  average  (288  yards  on  59 
carries).  Dan  Hustead  with  a 4.4  yard 
average  (119  yards  on  27  carries)  holds 
down  number  two  spot  in  rushing. 

Arizona  quarterback  Mark  Driscoll 
has  36  completions  in  73  attempts  for 
561  yards  and  four  touchdowns.  On 
the  receiving  end  of  Driscoll’s  passes, 
Ron  Gardin  has  gathered  361  yards  on 
20  catches,  one  for  a touchdown. 

The  Wildcat’s  top  punter  is  John  Ray 
with  a 36.3  yard  average  on  19  kicks. 

GOOD  TEAM 

“They’re  a good  football  team,  but 
records  don’t  bother  me,”  states 
Cougar  head  coach  Tommy  Hudspeth. 
“Arizona  has  real  good  speed,  and  I’ve 
heard  that  they  have  a flanker  better 
than  Wyoming’s  Huey.” 

Gene  Huey  caught  12  passes  against 
the  Cougars  on  Saturday  and  ran  the 
BYU  defensive  secondary  wild.  But 
Coach  Hudspeth  sums  up  the  Cougar 
outlook  on  the  game;  “I  have 
confidence  that  we’U  give  Arizona  a 
real  battle.  Our  boys  will  give 
everything  they  have  to  give,  just  like 
they  did  against  Wyoming.”

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Stop  Liquor  By  The  Drink  Biil 


Last  spring,  in  a very  rare  move,  the  Church  spoke 
out  directly  on  a matter  of  state  politics.  The  issue 
was  a proposed  change  in  the  liquor  laws  of  the 
state  which  required  successful  petitioning  in  order 
to  place  it  on  the  ballot. 

Members  of  the  Church  were  instructed  by  the 
Prophet  to  become  informed  and  take  a stand 
against  the  proposal  by  encouraging  people  not  to 
sign  the  petition.  This  should  have  taken  care  of  the 
issue  but  unfortunately  many  people  saw  fit  to 
ignore  this  advice  and  proponents  of  the  measure 
were  successful  in  placing  it  on  the  November  5 
ballot. 

Some  residents  of  the  state  expressed  the  view 
that  the  Church  should  not  meddle  in  politics  and 
some  members  used  this  reasoning  to  justify 
rejection  of  the  Church's  council.  Others  took  the 
view  that  the  Church  was  trying  to  impose  the  Word 
of  Wisdom  on  all  residents  of  the  state. 

Both  views  are  shaky  and  indicate  a lack  of 
familiarity  with  the  real  nature  of  the  issues 
involved.  In  the  first  place  the  proposed  changes  in 
liquor  control  would  have  far  reaching  effects  both 
politically  and  morally.  The  Church  confined  its 
statements  generally  to  the  moral  aspects  of  the 
issue,  a role  in  which  it  is  historically  pre-eminant. 
Attorneys  and  interested  citizens  took  up  the 
campaign  from  the  position  of  cost  and  political 
repercussions,  a role  consistant  with  their  training 
and  innate  responsibility  as  citizens.

STRATEGY  ERROR 

Editor: 

I felt  that  last  night’s  debaters  did  a 
great  Job,  but  a couple  of  drastic 
mistakes  of  the  evening  should  be 
pointed  out.  First  the  war.  Humphrey 
wants  to  negotiate  a peace  and  help  the 
people  of  North  Viet  Nam  rebuild. 
Nixon  wants  another  Korea  ending  and 
Wallace  wants  a military  victory  against 
the  North  Vietnamese. 

All  three  have  overlooked  the  first 
step  to  winning  a war.  The  first  step  to 
curing  a disease  is  to  identify  the  cause. 
Then  it  is  easy  to  decide  whether  to 
use  drugs  or  surgery.  All  six  debaters 
overlooked  the  fact  that  Viet  Nam  is 
just  another  battle  in  the  war  we  were 
fighting  before  in  Korea. 

The  sooner  the  people  of  America 
realize  who  the  enemy  is,  the  sooner 
we  will  be  able  to  stop  the  federal 
government  from  commiting  high 
treason  by  giving  moral  and  economic 
support  directly  and  indirectly  to 
countries  who  are  simply  other 
branches  of  the  enemy  we  are  fighting 
in  Viet  Nam. 

Secondly,  >1  would  like  to  criticize 
the  Wallace  supporters.  On  the  race 
issue  they  quoted  Joseph  Smith  in  his 
well  known  statement  “about 
containing  the  Negros  to  their  species 
“while  giving  them  legal  equality.  That’s 
the  moral  issue. 


But,  if  the  Constitution  was  divinely 
inspired,  we  can  count  on  a prophet  to 
interpret  the  legal  issue.  Brigham 
Young  said,  “If  you  want  to  know 
what  I think  about  the  question,  I 
think  both  parties  are  decidedly  wrong. 
It  is  not  the  prerogative  of  the 
president  of  the  United  States  to 
meddle  with  this  matter,  and  Congress 
is  not  allowed,  according  to  the 
Constitution,  to  legislate  upon  it.  If 
Utah  was  admitted  into  the  Union  as  a 
sovereign  State,  and  we  chose  to 
introduce  slavery  here,  it  is  not  their, 
business  to  meddle  with  it;  and  even  if 
we  treated  our  slaves  in  an  oppressive 
manner,  it  is  still  none  of  their  business 
and  they  ought  not  to  meddle  with  it.” 
(President  Brigham  Young,  1856, 
JD-4:39-40).

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - The  United 
States  pushed  ahead  with  bombing  halt 
consultations  with  its  allies  Thursday 
despite  resistance  from  Saigon  and  a 
denunciation  from  Hanoi.

Department  kept  tight  silence  on  the 
latest  developments  in  President. 
Johnson’s  effort  for  a major  peace 
move  before  he  leaves  office  in 
January. 

In  Saigon,  informed  sources  said 
President  Nguyen  Van  Thieu  refused  to 
sign  a joint  declaration  proposed  by 
the  United  States  on  stopping  the 
bombing  of  North  Vietnam.  U.S. 
ambassador  Ellsworth  Bunker  was 
meeting  again  with  the  South 
Vietnamese  chief. 

In  Hanoi,  the  official  North 


Vietnamese  newspaper  Nhan  Dan 
attacked  what  it  termed  “this  arrogant 
demand”  by  President  Johnson  for 
reciprocity  from  North  Vietnam  in 
return  for  ending  the  air  attacks. 


Johnson  himself  made  no  reference 
to  the  diplomatic  situation  while 
publicly  bestowing  a Presidential  Unit 
Citation  on  the  5th  Marine  Re^ment 
for  extraordinary  heroism  in  Vietnam.

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Papyri  Translation  Critics  Rejoined

Two  University  of  Utah  students 
responded  to  the  objections  of  the 
critics  of  the  Book  of  Abraham 
translation  of  the  newly— acquired 
papyri  at  a symposium  last  Saturday. 

Richley  H.  Crapo  and  John  A. 
Tvedtnes  presented  a paper  entitled 
“Joseph  Smith  Papyri,”  or  a study  of 
the  “Hor  Sen-Sen  Papyrus,”  at  the 
18th  annual  symposium  of 
Archaeology  of  the  Scriptures  at  BYU 
Oct.  12. 

Crapo  received  an  M.A,  degree  in 
anthropology  and  is  currently  an 
NDEA  fellow  at  the  University  of 
Utah.  Tvedtnes  is  an  undergraduate 
student  of  anthropology  and  Near 
Eastern  languages  and  is__  a teaching 
assistant  in  Hebrew.'' 

From  their  examination  and  studies 
Crapo  and  Tvedtnes  theorized  that 
“perhaps  each  set  of  Egyptian  symbols 
on  the  papyri  represented  merely  a 
‘key  word’  which  would  bring  to  mind 


a certain  memorized  set  of  phrases 
"which  were  part  of  a longer  oral 
tradition.” 


As  a working  hypothesis  they  stated: 
1.  the  Sen-Sen  papyrus  was  used  as  a 
memory  device  by  Abraham  (and 
perhaps  by  his  descendants),  each 
symbol  or  group  of  symbols  bringing 
to  mind  a set  number  of  memorized 
phrases  relating  to  Abraham’s  account 
of  his  life,  or  2.  The  hieratic  words  in 
the  “Alphabet  and  Grammar”  are 
simply  related  to  core— concepts  in  the 
corresponding  English  story  of 
Abraham. 

The  two  University  of  Utah  students, 
who  upon  completion  of  their  studies 
will  be  the  first  professional 
Egyptologists  among  the  members  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  made  the  following 
statement; 

‘Viewed  in  this  light,  the  Book  of 
Abraham  seems  NOT  to  be  a direct 
translation  of  the  Egyptian  text 
appearing  on  the  Sen- Sen  papyrus. 


‘Indeed,  since  the  oral  tradition  itself 
would  have  long  since  disappeared  with 
the  death  of  Abraham  or  the  last  of  his 
descendants  to  have  been  acquainted 
with  the  story,  the  Book  of  Abraham 
would  have  had  to  have  been  revealed 
to  Joseph  Smith.  The  revelation  was 
perhaps  in  connection  with  the  use  of 
the  Egyptian  symbols,  inasmuch  as 
Joseph  Smith  does  relate  long  English 
passages  to  single  Egyptian  words  or 
short  phrases.’

Frustrated  in  its  first  effort  to  win  a 
Western  Athletic  Conference  game,  the 
BYU  football  team  will  ^ve  it  another 
try  this  weekend.  But  the  odds  against 
a Cougar  victory  will  be  about  the 
same. 

Saturday  night  under  the  lights  at 
Tucson  the  Cougars  will  meet 
undefeated  Arizona,  a team  that  could 
be  as  tough-maybe  tougher-than 
Wyoming. 

The  Wildcats,  like  the  Cowboys,  are 
ranked  among  the  nation’s  top 
defensive  teams.  Only  one  other  team 
in  the  country,  Alabama,  has  done  a 
better  job  of  stopping  its  opponents’ 
rushing  game,  so  the  Cougars  can 
expect  difficulty  in  moving  the  ball  on 
the  ground. 

Moreover,  the  Arizona  team  is 
ranked  fourth  in  the  nation  in  total 
defense  and  has  given  up  an  average  of 
less  than  seven  points  a game. 

True,  BYU  was  able  to  score  17 
points  against  the  Cowboys.  But  it  will 
be  difficult  for  the  Cougars  to  put 
together  the  kind  of  game  they  played 
^inst  Wyoming. 

“Our  game  with  Wyoming  was  one 
of  the  finest  we’ve  ever  played,”  said 
Hudspeth  of  Saturday’s  loss.  “The 
strategy  was  well  executed,  and  the 
team  performed  as  well  as  we  had 
hoped  they  would.  We  were  very  proud 
of  them.” 

The  Cougars’  line  play  was  especially 
good.  BYU’s  defensive  line,  led  by  Jeff 
Slipp,  limited  Wyoming  to  37  yards 
rushing.

And  Barry  Stratton,  brigade 
commander  of  BYU’s  Army  ROTC,  is 
carrying  on  the  tradition.
